(By the Associated Press) 
london, May 27.—Strong German 
attacks developed early this morn­ 
ing against French and British posi­ 
tions between Khaims and Soissons, 
the war office announces.

tacks were preceded by a heavy bom­ 
bardment. 
The Germans also at­ 
tacked in Flanders between Locre 
and Voormereela. The front of the 
new German attack is along the sec­ 
tor usually referred to as the Aisne 
front because the front for long way 
ran along the Aisne river. The pres­ 
ept battle line runs along the Ailet­ 
te river front of about forty miles, 
fifteen miles shorter than the origi­ 
nal attack of March 21.

Washington, May 27.—To meet 
the wage increases just announced 
and higher costs of coal and other 
supplies this year, Director General 
McAdoo 
today 
ordered 
railroad 
freight rates in the United 
States 
raised twenty-five per cent and pas­ 
senger fares increased to three cents 
per mile representing the biggest 
rate increase in railroad history. Be­ 
tween eight and nine hundred mil­ 
lion dollars additional revenues are 
expected within the next year. 
The new freight rates, covering 
both class and commodity rates, be­ 
come effective June 25 and the pas­ 
senger increase effective 
June 
IO. 
The order wipes out all intrastate 
lower rates effective either freight 
or passenger rates. Special excur­ 
sion, mileage, convention and tour­ 
ist rates and privileges like stop­ 
overs and free side trips are discon­ 
tinued. Excess baggage charges are 
increased. 


Germany has resumed her drive 
for a decision on the western front 
after a lapse of nearly four weeks, 
striking in south between Rheims and 
Soissons and in Flanders on the, 
northern sled of the Lys salient.

The Italians finally made a dash 
to clear out the place, their batteries 
pouring shots into the cavern while 
a scaling party entered it from one 
side. In the lead of the climbing par­ 
ty was Lieut. Guglfelminetti, and as 
he rushed into the cave a singular 
sight was before him. Stretched on 
the ground was an Austrian soldier 
dying from an Italian bullet wound. 
But though an Austrian soldier in 
the gray-green uniform of Austria, 
the wounded man raised himself on 
his elbow, drew a tiny Italian flag 
from under his coat, and in a faint 
voice exclaimed: "Vive I’ Italia.** 
The dying man had only time to 
whisper his story. He was Giorgio 
Avanzini, nephew of the socialist dep­ 
uty Avanzini representing the city of 
Trent in the 
Austrian 
parliament. 
Like all the people of Trent and the 
Trentino, he was an Italian by in­ 
stinct though forced by the political 
situation of Trent under Austria to 
enter the Austrian army. As such he 
found himself in the Austrian lines 
at the top of the cliff, and he had 
been detailed for the dangerous task 
of being lowered to the cavern 
to 
pick off Italian soldiers as they pass­ 
ed. Being under observation he kept 
his rifle going, the shots rang but 
regularly, but Avanzini took good 
care that no shot found its m ark in 
an Italian soldier. 
Avanzini’s body was lowered to the 
Italian lines, and the soldiers whose 
lives he had spared joined in giving 
the honors of war to a man wearing 
an enemy uniform.

The Red Cross Society of Japan, 
which of couse has territorial juris­ 
diction in the Empire of Japan, gave 
its cordial consent to the organiza­ 
tion which is to take over the work 
which has been vigorously carried on 
by American residents since the Unit­ 
ed States entered the war. 
Early last summer American resi­ 
dents organized themselves into what 
was know n as the American W ar Re­ 
lief Committee and up to the present 
time have been actively engaged in 
the rolling of bandages and making 
of garments and other supplies for 
the wounded at the front. Some 36,- 
000 yen has been subscribed by the 
American community in Tokio and 
Yokohama 
and 
a 
proportionate 
amount in Kobe; while in Korea Am­ 
ericans 
have devoted 
one-day-a- 
month earnings to the cause. 
In all $40,000 has also been sub­ 
scribed to Liberty Bonds. When it is 
considered that the Christmas drive 
for the Red Cross resulted in obtain­ 
ing 1,100 names of men, women and 
children, practically all Americans 
residents in the Empire, the work 
represented by

above will show’ that the American 
community in Japan is active in sup­ 
port of the war.

BRITISH SCOUTS’ WAR WORK 


Harry Lauder, the famous Scotch 
comedian, on his recent appearance in 
Omaha, Neb., said of the work of the 
scouts in England: 
"There are at present 240,000 boy 
scouts engaged In work in England 
that hitherto had been performed by 
men. Their work Is such that a well- 
trained boy can accomplish as well as 
a well-trained man. Carrying mes­ 
sages across the country, helping 
wounded soldiers after their return 
from the battle front and a thousand 
other things keep the lads busy all Hie 
time. They are an important factor in 
England’s destiny. 
The British boy 
scout is doing a great work today In 
the service of his country. 
"The man, the soldier, is the ‘bull­ 
dog’ as It were, -and the boy scout is 
the ‘ferret.* There are 40,000 of these 
boys actively guarding Britain. With 
their keen little eyes and their quest 
for romance and excitement they are 
playing a great part in guarding our 
sea-girt shore. 
"To be a boy scout is to be a discip­ 
lined good boy. Good boys make good 
men, good men make good citizens, 
and a good citizen Is always respected. 
Every boy as well as every man must 
do his best today for his country."

A recording dynamometer, known as 
the Iowa type, was used to register 
the tractive force of the team. This 
Instrument makes a record of the re­ 
sistance on a strip of paper under a 
recording pencil, and after the test, 
tho total pull of the team can be read 
off In pounds. The record of the test 
Is as follows: 
On a concrete road, unsurfaced, in 
excellent condition, the total pull on 
the load was 83 pounds, or 27.6 pounds 
per ton. 
On a concrete road with three-eighth 
inch surface of asphaltic oil and 
screenings, road In excellent condition, 
the total pull was 147.6 pounds or 49.2 
pounds per ton. 
On the ordinary macadam road In 
excellent condition, the total pull was 
193 pounds or 64.3 pounds per ton. 
For a graveled road, compact, and 
In good condition, the total pull was 
225 pounds or 75 pounds per ton. 
An earth road, firm, with one and 
one-half inches of fine, loose dust, the 
total pull was 276 pounds or 92 pounds 
per ton. 
An earth road, with mud 4 to 6 
Inches deep, but soil firm underneath, 
the total pull was 654 pounds or 218 
pounds per ton. 
On graveled road, before the gravel 
bad been compacted, but when it was 
In ordinary loose condition after it had 
been placed upon the road, the total 
pull was 789 pounds o r 263 pounds per 
ton. 
The above shows very well what 
great advantages good roads have od 
the hauling properties of a team. 


8COUTS AIDING THE NAVY. 


Immediately following the declara­ 
tion of war steps were taken to effec­ 
tively organize, along linos similar to 
the coast guard work of the Bey 
Scouts of England, older boys special­ 
ly selected in order that there might 
be available a resource for use by tho 
navy department, should the occasion 
warrant. 
Special organizations were perfect­ 
ed covering a large part of the Atlan­ 
tic coast line, and In each case the boy 
enrolling secured special permission of 
his parents. 
All of their w*ork was 
done privately. 
The boys agreed to hold themselves 
in readiness for any emergency call. 
They also undertook to make a careful 
survey of the actual conditions in a 
definitely prescribed territory so that 
there might be available information 
as to the full resources of the com­ 
munity in case of disaster, including a 
list of all houses suitable for hospital 
purposes, names of all doctors, infor­ 
mation about all automobiles, motor­ 
boats, etc., which might be of service.

Chicago, 111., May 27.— Watch re­ 
pairing in Chicago has more than 
doubled as the result of the tele­ 
phone company’s refusal to give the 
correct time of day to subscribers on 
and after May I, according to jewelry 
houses and; department store heads 
here. 
The order also has increased 
considerably the sale of new watches 
and alarm clocks to 
persons, 
who 
hitherto have depended largely on 
the telephone company for the time 
of day. 
According to A e manager of one 
of the largest department stores in 
the city, the watch repairing by his 
establishment increased more than 
fifty per cent almost before the ord­ 
er became effective, and the sale of 
watches especially the cheaper kind, 
and alarm clocks leaped forward rap­ 
idly. 
Figures compiled by telephone ex­ 
perts showed that more than 250,000 
persons in Chicago called the opera­ 
tor daily and asked "the correct time 
please.’’ Repeal o fthe time honored 
custom telephone experts declared, 
was due to the burdens imposed up­ 
on facilities of the company by the 
war, and several other causes. Chil­ 
dren, some of whom were unable to 
tell the time, it is said, were the 
chief offenders, while others wishing 
to show that they could use the tele­ 
phone always demonstrated by asking 
for the “collect time."

‘Captain Hull, finding that 
his 
friends in Boston are correctly In­ 
formed of the situation when chased 
by the 
British squadron 
off New 
York, and that they are good enough 
to rive him more credit for having 
escaped than he 
ought 
to 
claim, 
takes this opportunity of requesting 


(them to transfer their good wishes) 
to Lieutenant Morris and the oth­ 
er brave officers and crew under his 
command, for their very great exer­ 
tions and prompt attentions to his 
orders while the 
enemy were 
in 
chase. Captain Hull has great pleas­ 
ure In saying that, notwithstanding 
the length of the chase, and the of­ 
ficers and crew being deprived 
of 
sleep and allowed but little refresh­ 
ment during the time, not a murmur 
was Heard to escape them.** 
Thus did Captain Isaac Hull mod­ 
estly disclaim personal 
merit, and 
generously give credit to his subor­ 
dinate* a f^ r c-e of the most excit­ 
ing 
r M*er examples of na­ 
val st:ates}* on record. 
Because of this and other deeds of 


this naval officer of a century ago, 
the government named one of ita de­ 
stroyer flotilla in his honor. 
In the 
reports that are published from time 
to time of naval engagements of the 
World War it is probable that the 
name Hull again will be emblazoned 
in the front page headlines. 
The little destroyer Hull Is equip­ 
ped with two 3-inch 60 calibre rapid 
fire guns, rig 6 pounder rapid fire 
guns, and two 18-inch torpedo tubes. 
She carries three officers and seventy- 
two men. and makes 28.4 knots. The 
man for whom she was named has 
left her traditions that throughout 
the years maintained the American 
navy at the highest standard. 
In “Fundamentals of Naval Ser­ 
vice,” by Commander Yates Sterling, 


U. S. N., the author says. 
“The cruise of the American Com­ 
modore Rodgers during the wa? of 
1812 was far greater 
In 
material 
productiveness than the victory of 
the Constituion over the Guerriere, 
yet this latter feat of American na­ 
val arms in creating an immortal 
tradition, not only for the navy, but 
the country, far outclassed 
In 
im­ 
portance naval exploits up to that 
time.” 
Isaac Hull was bom in Connecti­ 
cut in 1775, the con of an officer of 
the Revolutionary army who 
died 
aboard a British prison ship. Hull 
sent to sea as a cabin boy when 14 
years old and at nineteen command, 
ed a ship. In March, 1786, he enter­ 
ed the navy as a lieutenant, and first 


came into prominence when, in com­ 
mand of the Sally, he sailed into the 
harbor of Prote Platte, Hayti, in 
broad daylight, captured the fort, 
spiked the guns, and succeeded in 
getting away with a French letter of 
marque. 
In 1804 he served as master on the 
Argus, and in the expedition to Tri­ 
poli under Commodore Preble dis­ 
tinguished himself at the storming of 
Tripoli and the reduction of Deccan. 
Two years later he was commission­ 
ed captain, and in 1811 went to 
command of the Constitution. After 
a voyage abroad the Constitution re­ 
turned to* the United States, on the 
return trip outdistancing a fleet of 
British ships he feared could cause 
him trouble. 
Dn July 5, 1812, Captain Hull, in 
command of the Constitution, was or­ 
dered from Annapolis to New York. 
On the way he encountered a for­ 
midable English squadron consisting 
of four 
frigates, 
a 
line-qf-battle 
ships, a brig and a schooner, com­ 
mand of Commodore Broke. 
In a dead calm the squadron gave 
chase. The only way headway could 
be made was by towing, and the en­ 
emy attached all their boats to two 
of the frigates and succeeded in 
gaining enough on the Constitution 
to bring their bow guns to bear up­ 
on her. 
The chase continued in this way 
for two days, the frigates firing with 
their bow guns and the Constitution 
replying with her stern chasers. The 
third day a light breeze enabled the 
Constitution to escape. 
About a month later, tired of wait­ 
ing for orders, Captain Hull set sail 
from Boston and on August 19th fell 
in with the British frigate Guerriere 
49 guns, Captain Dacres. 
The Guerriere fired her starboard 
broadside at long range and immedi­ 
ately wore around and let go her port 
broadside. Captain Hull used only his 
bow guns as he could bring them to 
bear, his plan being to wait until 
quite close before beginning serious 
action. For almost an hour this kind 
of engagement was continued, 
the 
Constitution avoiding a raking fire. 
Finally Hull set his light sails and 
headed straight for the enemy and 
met her on the windward side. 
As 
the Constitution drew slowly ahead 
she opened with her forward guns. It 
was hard work to restrain the re­ 
mainder of the gun crews, for all 
were anxious for the fray. Finally 
the order came and the guns roared. 
In ten minutes the Guerriere’s miz­ 
zenmast went by the 
board. 
Next 
went the main mast. Before a half 
hour had passed the splendid British 
ship had been reduced to a dismantl­ 
ed hulk. 
The following day, the engagement 
having been ended as darkness fell, 
it was found that the Guerriere was 
so badly damaged she could not be 
saved. 
Captain Dacres and his crew 
were taken aboard the Constitution, 
and the Guerriere was scuttled and 
set afire. 
The superiority of the Constitu­ 
tion in gunnery 
and 
manoeuvring 
was shown in the casualty lists. The 
Constitution has but fourteen killed 
and wounded, while the Guerriere 
lost 
seventy-nine 
in 
killed 
and 
wounded. 
The Constitution sailed for Boston 
with her prisoners, 
arriving there 
August 30th, Congress voted Cap­ 
tain Hull a gold medal, with silver 
medals for the officers, and $50,000 
prize money for the officers and men. 
In his official report of the engage­ 
ment Captain Hull said: 
“After informing you that so fine 
a ship as the Guerriere, commanded 
by an able and experienced officer, 
had been totally dismasted and other­ 
wise cut to pieces, so as to make her 
not worth towing to port, in the short 
space of thirty minutes, you can have 
no doubt of the gallantry and good 
conduct of the officers 
and 
ship’s 
company I have the honor to com­ 
mand. 
It only remains with me to 
assure you that they all fought with 
great bravery, and it gives me great 
pleasure to say that from the small­ 
est boy in the ship to the oldest sea­ 
man not a look of fear was seen. They 
all went into action 
giving 
three 
cheers, and requested 
to 
be 
laid 
alongside the enemy.” 
Captain Dacres of the Guerriere 
described the conduct 
of 
Captain 
Hull as “that of a brave enemy; the 
greatest care being taken to pre­ 
vent the men losing the slightest ar­ 
ticle, and the greatest attention be­ 
ing paid to the wounded. 
Captain Hull died in Philadelphia. 
Feb. 13, 1843, after many years of 
active service following the war of 
1812.

■ of British Influents In Ching 
Has Bom Bf Mush Benefit

There is much in the view which 
[emphasizes the iniquity of establish- 
;ing spheres of influence in China by 
the easy process of taking away from 
that helpless country large slices of 
her territory; but the port of Hong­ 
kong is unique in this regard and is 
to be considered quite apart from 
China's unfortunate international 
contracts of recent years. 
Hongkong is the natural outcome 
of an impossible situation, Eleanor 
F. Egan writes in the Saturday Eve­ 
ning Post. 
It is the big end of a 
tremendous wedge of influence, no 
doubt about that; but from the be­ 
ginning it* influence has been of the 
quickening and reinvigorating kind. 
It is a place set outside Chinese con­ 
trol, where Chinese themselves can 
engage in - business and enjoy the 
safeguards of equitable lair and 
strictly maintained order; and that 
its establishment has been.of vastly 
m<*e benefit to China than it has 
been to England is beyond question. 
Incidentally, the whole world has 
shared the benefits as freely as the 
world, without asking leave, may 
share the British privileges of Lon­ 
don. 
The affairs of the colony of Hong­ 
kong are administered by a governor 
assisted by two councils—one execu­ 
tive and the other legislative. There 
ia a secretary for Chinese affairs, 
who has a seat in both councils, and 
the legislative council has never less 
than two Chinese members. 
The 
English common law forms the oasis 
of the legal system and is modified 
by colonial ordinances dealing with 
purely local questions.
